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DETAILED ACTION/EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's traversal of the restriction requirement in the reply filed on 17 May 2006 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed

Claims 58-67 are allowed. 
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8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A thorough search of 
the prior art fails to disclose any reference or references, which, taken alone or in combination, 
teach or suggest, in combination with the other limitations, the lottery controller being 
programmed to replace one or more of the indicia of the first type from the first plurality of 
indicia with an indicium of a second type which are then matched to indicia of the first type in 
the second plurality of indicia. 

9. Examiner believes this to mean that the player chooses a plurality of numbers. The 
system then replaces one or more of these numbers with a wild symbol. These make up the 
player's numbers or ticket. These numbers are then matched with the winning numbers drawn 
by the system. The wild indicia on the ticket may be used to match any number in the winning 
numbers. 

10. The art is replete with keno games using wild indicia. But in each of those cases, the 
wild indicia are inserted in the set of winning numbers and not into the player's chosen numbers. 
There is no suggestion in the prior art to follow the claimed scheme, as it does not provide any 
advantage over the prior art.
